After some bad press about Texas 
not wanting the remains o-f her sons, 
work began on bringing these men back to 
rest in the State Cemetery. The SCV 
quickly became involved.

March 1862, the Federals met the Confed- 
erates at La Glorieta Pass, 20 miles SE 
of Santa Fe . It is a narrow pass, 
several miles long and a quarter mile 
wide at the middle. Union Maj . John 
Chivington overran Maj. Charles Pyrorr's 
advance guard and fell upon the main 
force. Pyr-on fell back to a more 
defensive position. The Federals 
flanked the Confederates causing the 
line tc break. Confederates lost 16 
dead and 30-40 wounded. 

Pyron's force reorganised at 
Johnson's ranch sending for Lt.Col. 
Scurry. They arrived and waited on the 
Federals al 1 the 27th. 



On the morning of the 28th, the 
Texans attacked. The Yankees also were 
trying to flank them. The Texans foughi 
hard, charging 5 times. All -heir field 
off i czr-i were kill ed — gh= — "Wounded. ~_Ihe 
lines changed hands, but the Texans 
countered retaking the lines. About 
5p.m. the Feds retreated and so did 
Scurry. He believed he had achieved a 
victory, but found the Yanks had gone to 
the base camp and killed the mules and 
horses and burned the supplies. This 
caused the Texans to withdraw. Of the 
1100 Confederates engaged in fighting, 
36 were killed, 60 wounded, and 25 were 
missing. The Yankees with 1345 men lost 
31 killed, 50 wounded and 30 missing.

His 
captain appointed him to a sergeantcy on 
the spot, but the hero cut off everyone 
by his reply: "Oh, never mind, Captain! 
Say no more about it. I dropped my 
whiskey flask among the Yankees and 
fetched it back again, and I thought I 
might just as well bring the flag 
al ong! "
